DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Regarding claim 1, line 2, applicant states "at least one handle parts". It is believed that 
"parts" (replete in claim I and once in line 3 of claim 3) should be corrected to ~ part - 
throughout the claim(s) to be in uniformity and proper antecedent basis. Further in claim 1, line 
3, remove "and" after "portion;" but re insert -and - after "elements;" in line 17. In line 19 
insert - the- before "other". In line 20 insert "of after "threaded holes". 

Regarding claim 2, line 8, change "inner" to - inward -. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this countiy, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 6,317,930 to 
Hung. Hung discloses a handle device of various products, comprising; 

at least one handle part (1), each handle part having two folded ends, each formed with a 
connecting tail end portion (1 1); a plurality of inward and outwards metallic connecting blocks 
(2, 3); the inward and the outwards metallic connecting blocks (2) being each formed with a 
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holding cavity at a first end thereof (23), and are fitted over the connecting tail end portions of 
the handle part at the holding cavities thereof; the handle part being each formed with a through 
hole (13) across the connecting tail end portion thereof; the metallic connecting blocks (3) being 
formed with two alignment through holes (32) arranged to be aligned with a corresponding 
handle part through hole; the metallic connecting blocks being secured to the handle part by 
means of securing elements (4), which are passed into the aligned through holes thereof as well 
as the through holes of the handle part; protective tubes (5) being fitted over respective ones of 
the connecting blocks and the securing elements; and the outwards metallic connecting blocks 
being each formed with a threaded hole (22, 3 12) at its other end thereof so that bolts (31) can be 
passed through holes on a machine (10), and screwed into the threaded holes of the outwards 
metallic connecting blocks to secure the handle part to the machine.' 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
